You  are  now  graduates  of  Waterloo  Lutheran  Seminary,  an  institution  which 
a  very  small  group  of  committed  Christians  hearing  the  name  of  the  great  reformer 
established  fifty-live  years  ago  and  which  their  heirs  have  perpetuated  through 
succeeding  years  oftimes  with  great  personal  sacrifice  to  prepare  men  for  the 
ministry  of  their  beloved  church. 

Soon  this  church  by  the  rite  of  ordination  will  "separate"  you  from  its  other 
laity  "by  prayer  and  the  laying  on  of  hands"  that  you  may  give  yourself  wholly 
to  the  proclamation  of  God's  Word,  to  the  administration  of  the  Sacraments  and 
to  the  pastoral  care  and  service  of  God's  people.

To  every  Christian  at  baptism  is  committed  ministry  but  to  him  who  is 
"set  apart",  "ordained",  is  particularly  given  the  ministry  of  "equipping"  the  saints 
for  greater  involvement  in  the  life  of  the  world,  where  Christ  walked  and  won 
the  victory  of  faith,  where  He  now  is  Lord  of  Life — all  of  it,  the  whole  universe. 
1  his  new  insight  to  ministry  wc  commend  to  you. 

Into  such  a  ministry  you  now  go.  Christ  is  with  you.  Remember  His  kingly 
word:  "Be  of  good  cheer;  I  have  overcome  the  world."  Enter  into  the  Joy  of 
your  Lord.

The  International  Business  Program  is  designed  to  help  meet  the  need  for 
management  development  in  the  emerging  nations.  It  is  an  outgrowth  of  field 
surveys  conducted  by  the  university  in  Western  Asia  and  Africa  during  the 
summers  of  1964  and  1965  under  sponsorship  of  The  Charles  J.  Strosacker 
Foundation,  Midland,  Michigan. 

The  program  leading  to  the  Diploma  in  Business  Administration  combines 
on-campus  study  of  the  elements  of  administration,  observation  of  Canadian 
industrial  practice  through  plant  visitation  and  seminars  with  management  and 
finally  on-the-job  management  experience  in  an  industry  of  one's  choice.  During 
a  Christmas  trip  to  New  York  City,  the  International  Fellows  had  an  opportunity 
to  view  the  headquarters  operations  of  such  prominent  world-wide  organizations 
as  International  Business  Machines  Company,  International  Paper  Company  and 
Chas.  Pfizer  &  Company,  Inc. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Canadian  External  Aid  Oflice,  41  persons  from 
23  nations  have  come  to  Canada  to  take  part  in  the  program.  Average  age  of  the 
group  is  30.  Most  arc  engaged  in  business  in  their  home  countries,  with  some 
owning  their  own  companies. 

Waterloo  Lutheran  University  salutes  the  International  Fellows,  not  only  for 
having  done  their  work  in  most  commendable  fashion,  but  also  for  what  they 
have  accomplished  as  "ambassadors"  in  bringing  to  the  campus  and  to  their 
community  at  large,  a  better  understanding  and  appreciation  of  their  home  lands.
